Washington, April &.—(4)-—Harry 
F. Sinclair, under a supreme court de- 
cision today, must serve three months 
in jail for contempt of the senate in 
refusing to answer all questions asked 
in the Teapot Dome oil investigation. 
The opinion of the court was unani- 
mows, 

The wealthy oil operator will have 
25 days in which to ask fer a rehear- 
ing before the mandate wil. be issued 
but rehearings are seldom sranted. In 
addition to the jail sentence he must 
pay a fine of 8500. \ 

Sinclair had appeared several times 
before the committee, as a witness at 
the time he was called again on March 
22, 1921. The committee, through 
Senator Walsh, Democrat, Montana, 
sought to obtain information concern- 
ing a contract made in September 25, 
1922. by Sinclair in behalf of the 
Mammoth Oil Company with F. 6. 
Bonfils and John Leo Stack. 

Kefused to Answer 

Questioned concerning the contract 
which the committee had been in- 
formed called for a payment of $250,- 
400 to Bonfils and Stack for surren- 


dering rights they claimed on Teapot; 


Dome, Sinclair refused to answer. He 
took the position that the senate hav- 
ing adopted a resolution on February 
S, 1924, calling upon the president to 
cause proceedings to be instituted to 
rancel the leases on naval oil reserves 
made by Albert B. Fall as secretary 
of the interior, the inquiry had passed 
beyend the control of the senate com- 
mittee. Ile insisted that a suit having 
heen xturted charging conspirary and 
fraud, he could not be compelled to 
testify as a witness except in the 
courts. 

When brought to trial Sinclair con- 
tended the quextions he refused to an- 
swer related to his private affairs, 
and to matters in the control of the 
courts and challenged the jurisdiction 
of the senate committee to continue 
its investigation in view of the suits 
which had been filed in the courts. 

Cites Auxillary Powers. 

Justice Butler, who delivered the 
opinions cancelling the leases on the 
naval oil reserves, presented the views 
of the court today, pointing out, after 
a careful review of the case's history, 
that it had been held in the case 
against Mal Daughtry that the two 
houses of congress “possess not only 
such powers ax are expressly granted 
te them by the constitution, but such 
auxiliary powers as are necessary and 
apprapriate to make the express pow- 
ers . This decision,” he add- 
ed, “also held that “neither house is 
invested with ‘general’ power to in— 
=r into private affairs and compel 

istlosures, but only with such lim— 
ited power of inquiry as is shown 
to exist when the rule of constitu- 
tional interpretation just started is 
rightly applied.” 

“The power of inquiry is an essen- 
tial and appropriate auxiliary to the 
legislative function,” the justice said, 
adding that “it must be exerted with 
due regard fer the rizhts of witnesses, 
and that a witness rightfully may re- 
fuse to-answer where the bounds of 
the power are exceeded or where the 
questions asked are not pertinent to 
the matter under inquiry.” 

Few if anv of the rights of the 
people are greater importance to their 
happiness and safety, the justice con- 
tinued, than the rights to be exempt 
from all unauthorized, arbitrary or 
unreasonable inquiries and disclosures 
in respect to their personal and pri— 
vate affairs.

VICTIM MISSING 
FOR TWO WEEKS 


Family Unable To Give 
Any Reason for Disap- 
pearance; Body To Be 
Disinterred Today.

The mystery surrounding discovery 
last Saturday of the body of a mur- 
dered man in the Chattahoochee river, 
near the River convict camp, was 
partially cleared Monday with 
identification of the victim as A. Mar- 
tin Carlsen, 48, a tailor, of 284 Sun- 
set avenue. Relatives who established 
the identity, according to county po- 
lice, said the man had been missing 
for about two weeks. 

Descriptions given to relatives by 
officers who saw the body before its 
interment Sunday in the public ceme- 
tery, near Stonewall, examination of 
personal effects and comparison of 
clothing with that at the man's home 
served to establish the identity. 

Made Home With Mother. 

Carlsen for some time previous to 
his disappearance had been making 
his home at 720 Simpson street, with 
his mother, Mrs. A. Carlsen, according 
to officers. The family was at a loss 
to give any reasor for the disappear- 
ance other than that he was assaulted 
while taking a walk and after being 
beaten over the head that his life- 
less body was tossed into the river. 

Officers of Fulton and Campbell 
counties today will begin to trace 
movements of the victim from the time 
that he was last seen at his mother's 
home in an attempt to learn the iden- 
tity of his slayers. 

The body will be disinterred today, 
it was learned, and burial services 
will be held at 2:30 o'clock Wedne»s

day afternoon in West View cemetery. 


Relatives stated that he was last 
seen about two weeks ago when he 
left his mother’s home, where he 
been living since leaving his own 
home at 284 Sunset avenue, saying 
that he was going for a walk. It 
was not known wether he was carry- 
ing a large amount of money at that 
time but relatives said that several 
valuable papers, which he always car- 
ried, were missing when the body was 


found. 

He is survived by his widow; four 
sons, A. M., R. G.. F. IL. and Jack 
Carlsen; his mother, Mrs. A. Carlsen; 
five sisters, Miss Ruth Cone, Mrs. 
C. X. Cook, Mrs. R. F. Milling, of

A coroner's jury Sunday returned 
a verdict of murder by party or par- 
ties unknown, after discovering e- 
vere contusions over the left eye and 
behind the right ear. More than 100 
persons viewed the body Sunday be- 
fore it was buried in the Campbell 
county potter's field, but none were 
able to throw any light on the case 
until Monday when members of the 
family came to the sheriff's offices at 
Fairburn. 

From the condition in which the 
body was found it was thought it 
had been in the water a week or more, 
thus leading to the belief that the 
victim was attacked and presumably 
robbed and murdered shortly after he’ 
was last seen by members of the 
family.

MARINE AVIATORS 
BOMB HONDURAN 
TOWN, IS REPORT 


Los Limas Almost De- 
stroyed, Say Dispatches. 
Senator Wheeler De- 
mands Withdrawal. 


Tegucigalpa, Honduras, April 8.— 
- American airplanes from Man- 
agua, Nicaragua, which bombed sus- 
pected rebel camps along the border, 
were reported today to have also 
bombed the town of Las Limas in 
Honduras. 

The town was almost destroyed by 
the fire which followed. Local citizens 
are much agitated and authorities are 
investigating. 


WHEELER DEMANDS 
EARLY WITHDRAWAL. 

New York, April 8.—(4)—Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler, of Montana, re- 
turned today from a visit to the 
American marines in Nicaragua, still 
believing, he declared, that the United 
States government “had no business 
sending them down there.“ 

Accompanied by Mrs. Wheeler and 
by Ray Hart and B. R. Alvin, two 
Montana business men, he went there, 
he said, to visit the marines and to 
study the proposed Nicaraguan canal. 

“IT still believe,“ he said, that we 
had no business sending our marines 
into Nicaragua. It is the most God- 
forsaken place J have ever visited. 
and, as far as I am concerned, the 
life’ of a single American marine is 


worth the whole of that country. 

“It is costing us $250,000 a month 
to keep them there, in a country ot 
less than 600,000 people. Naturally 
the Americans there and the natives 
want the marines to stay—their pres- 
ence actually brings prosperity to the 
country. If I were an American busi- 
ness man living there or a native I'd 
be glad for the American governinent 
to spend so much money. 

“But fo fhe marines themselves it 
is most unfair. Many of them are in 
remote stations, exposed to fevers and 
diseases that are worse than bullete. 
There is no sense in keeping them 
there in the jungle.” 

Senator Wheeler does not favor the 
construction of the Nicaraguan canal, 
cither, he said. 

“It would cost us a billion dollars 
to build it,” he said, “and millions 
every year to keep it up. And in ad- 
dition to this, we would have to shoul- 
der a new defense responsibility. Pana- 
ma canal, ax it is, enn take care of the 
traffic for the next forty years, and if 
new locks are constructed, the Panama 
canal will be adequate for the next 
100 years.”

ESCAPES BULLETS 


Attempted Shooting Fol- 
lows Fuss in Which W. 
P. Fonville Is Knocked 
to Floor. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 8.—(P)— 
W. P. Fonville, chief clerk in the of- 
fice of the secretary of state, was ar- 
rested here late today following a 
fight with Frank P. Morgan, associate 
member of the Alabama public service 
commission, in which he fired two 
shot at the commissioner. 

Fonville immediately was placed in 
the Montgomery county jail on a 
charge of suspicion. 

The trouble arose, Fonville said, 
when he went to the commissioner's 
office to discuss an “old grievance.” 
He stated that he fired at Morgan 
only after he had been struck down. 
Both shots were said to have missed 
the commissioner by a wide margin, 
imbedding themselves in a door of the 
commission building. A large gash 
was cut on Fonville’s head where he 
is believed to have struck a concrete 
step in falling. 

Differences between the two men 
are said to date back to the 1927 
session of the legislature when Fon- 
végie was charged with opposifg a bill 
that would increase salaries of mem- 
bers of the commission. 

“When I went to the publie serv- 
ice commission it was with the inten- 
tion of adjusting differences. Fon- 


ville said. “I felt that a personal 
discussion would end all differences. 

“When 1 arrived and started talking 
to Morgan he struck me in the face 
two times. I stumbled and fell to 
the ground and when I arose I was 
shooting. I am happy indeed that my 
shots did not strike him.” 

Morgan said that be was provoked 
info striking Fonville when the latter 
accused him of being afraid. “ 

“Fonville told me that I had been 
talking about him and invited me on 
the outside of the building,” the com- 
missioner stated. “I told him that 
his name had not been mentioned by 
me for two years. Several words 
passed and he accused me of being 
afraid of him. 1 then struck him in 
the face two times. 

“Immediately after he fell ta the 
ground he fired two shots. I did not 
have a gun.“ 

Fonville left his desk at the capitol 
car today after complaining of ill- 
ness, attaches of his office said. 


MELTING OF WORLD 
POWERS ASSURED 


Britten Declares Five Na- 
tions Will Hold Con- 
clave To Discuss Naval 
Limitation. ' 


Washington, April 8.—(4)—Chair- 
man Britten, of the house naval com- 
mittee, said today it was “an assured 
fact” that delegations from the legis- 
lative establishments of five world 
powers would meet somewhere in Eu- 
rope in August to discuss informally 
means of promoting further limita- 
tion of naval armaments. 

The announcement by the Illinois 
representative was a sequel to in- 
formal exchanges by him several 


months ago with Premier Baldwin, cf 
Great Britain, and two members of 
the British parliament, Sir Harry 
Britain and Commander Kenworthy. 
In communicating with Mr. Baldwin, 
the chairman vaulted usual diplomatic 
procedure and cabled the premier di- 
rect instead of transmitting his com- 
munication through the state depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Baldwin, who expressed sympa- 
thy with Britten's desire for a naval 
limitation, transmitted his reply 
through the British embassy in Wash- 
ington. Shortly after its receipt. 
Britten began the discussion with the 
other two. 

Hie said today that the informal 
gathering would be held either at 
Biarritz, France. on August 21. or at 
Geneva on August 25, after the an- 
nual meeting of the inter-parliamen- 
tary union. A delegation of nine or 
ten members of the senate and house 
he added, will participate in the con- 
ference with groups from the [British 

rliament. the Japanese diet and the 
‘rench and Italian chambers of depu- 
ties. 

The informal conference, Britten 
said, will endeavor to formulate a 
method for the world powers to fol- 
low in reaching in agreement upon 
the grouping of naval armament ac- 
cording to the needs of the respectire 
nations. He added that he intended 
to “make every effort at this con- 
ference to advance the calling of the 
second Washington naval arms con- 
ference, now scheduled for the fall 
of 1931. to an early date in 1930 wor 
at least one year ahead of the pres-

ESUAPING CONVICT 
PAIR RECAPTURED: 
LIBERTY 1S SHORT 


Arthur Iler and Hoyt Hall 
Back in North Prison 
Camp—J. F. Giles Still 
at Large. 


Twenty minutes after they had 
bored thei? way out of the “dun- 
geon” at the North prison camp on 
Powers’ Ferry road,.two Atlanta con- 
victs, one serving from 16 to 20 years 
for banditry, were recaptured Monday 
afternoon a mile from the camp. A 
third convict still was at liberty Mon- 
day night. 

The two men who were recaptured 
are Arthur Iler, youthful bandit, who 
pleaded guilty several weeks ago to a 
series of daring downtown holdups, 
and Hoyt Hall, who was serving a 
short sentence on a misdemeanor 
charge. The convict at liberty is J. 
F. Giles, who also is serving a sen- 
tence for a misdemeanor. 

The three men had been placed in 
the “dungeon” for infraction of the 
camp rules, Deputy Warden Claude 
Mills said. The “dungeon” is a semi- 


underground wooden structure where 
prisoners are placed when they do 
not keep the regulations of the camp, 
Mr. Mills said. 

The three men were reported miss- 
ing at 2:05 o'clock. No one is known 
to lmve seen them leave, but it is 
believed that they dug an _ under- 
ground passage beneath the base of 
the frame building and fled. 

At 2:30 o'clock County Policemen 
Neel and Webb drove up to the priso) 
camp. They had ller and Hall in 
custody, the two men having been 
taken as they scampered across 
farm. 

Special details of guards were on 
the lookout for Giles Monday night 
as he is believed to have been the lead- 
er in tbe escape plot and to have ob- 
tained outside aid. 

County and city police also were 
hunting the escaped man, but no trace 
of him has-been reported.

Human Monster Discovered 


33 UNKNOWN APE WITH MAN’S HEAD SLAIN $3 


In Venezuela, 


Says Explorer 


Paris, April 8.—(United News.)— 
A strange monster with an almost 
human“ head, which was killed in the 
Venezuelan jungles ten years ago, has 
now come before the French Anthro- 
pological institute as the latest data 
which scientific leaders believe will 
strength the Darwin theory of evolu- 
tion. 

Dr. Georges Montandon, noted 
French scientist, described the animal 
in a paper read before the members 
of the institute here and also pro- 
jected photographs of the monster on 
a screen, The animal was described 
as having 32 teeth, no tail and being 
about the size of a large man. 

The photograph, according to the 
scientists, revealed an unknown an- 
thropoid, akin to the orang-outang 
species but closely resembling the 
Neanderthal man. 

Dr. Montandon placed particular 
emphasis in his lecture on the size 
of the animal, saying it was much 
larger than the Atele apes which it 
resembled in some ways and larger 
than any anthropoid species ever 
found in Latin-America. This fact 
alone, he said. made the discovery 
of outstanding importance. 

The scientist’s paper told how the 


monster was killed by Francois De 
Loys, a French geologist’ and friend 
of Dr. Montandon, who penetrated un- 
explored depths of the Venezuelan 
jungle on a scientific expedition. One 
day, while seated in a temporary camp 
with a companion, the geologist heard 
a crashing: in the branches of nearby 
trees, 

A moment later two ape-like crea- 
tures jumped down into the camp 
clearing, waving their hairy arms. 
The two men fired and ‘one animal 
ell. 

The geologist immediately e ee 
up the dead animal and photographed 
it at close range. Ile attempted to 
preserve the body or head but, owing 
to grave danger which overtook the 
party, was forced to abandon every- 
thing but his records in a notebook 
and the photograph. 

A copy of the notes and the photo- 
graph were sent to Dr. Montandon, 
who said he had made extensive 
studies of the subject and hoped that 
an expedition could he formed to 
search the area where the animal was 
killed. He said hope of forming such 
an expedition was the cause of his 
silence on the subject in the past, 
but now he would be pleased if others 
undertook the journey.

ROOSEVELT BOMB 


OF SCARE VARIETY. 


New York, April 8.—(4)—A bomb 
found in a parcel post package ad- 
dressed to Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt contained only black powder 
instead of dynamite and was merely 
of the variety known as a “scare 
bomb,“ bomb squad detectives § an- 
nounced today. 

After a careful inspection detectives 
announced that the bomb never could 
have exploded. They said there was 
no fuse and although the four-inch 
length of one-inch iron pipe contained 
half a tumbler full of black powder 
there were no holes through the cap at 
either end. 


CAROLINA'S ROAD 
BONDS ARE LAUDED 


$65,000,000 Act Defended 
Before Supreme Court 
as Marvelous Stroke of 
Financing. 


Columbia, S. C., April 8. (4)—The 
$65,000,000 highway bond issue act 
was defended here today before the 
supreme court as a marvelous stroke 
of financing.” N 

Judge Mendel L. Smith, of Camden, 
arguing the constitutionality of the 
measure declared estimates show that 
$25,000,000 will be saved each year to 
motorists of the state. 

“The act has been heralded abroad 
as extravagant,” the attorney said. “As 
a matter of fact, it is not.” 

The hearing was completed this ait- 
ernoon after eight attorneys had 
spoken. It was the result of three suits 
entered against the governor, the state 
treasurer and the highway commission 


‘to show cause why the petition for an 


injunction restraining the state offi- 
cials from issuing the bonds should 
not be granted. ä 

The state supreme court was crowd- 
ed throughout the day. the spectators 
including Governor John G. Richards, 

E. Jones, chairman of the state 
highway commission, and many mem- 
bers of the legislature. 

Judge Smith's deciaration came aft -

Boston, April 8.—(4)—William 
Cardinal O'Connell, dean of the Rom- 
an Catholic hiefarchy in the United 
States, believes that behind the Ein- 
stein theory of space and time there 
lurks the “ghastly apparition of athe- 
ism.” 

The cardinal so expressed himself 
yesterday in a communion breakfast 
address before the New England prov- 
ince of Catholic Clubs of America, in 
which he stressed the necessity’ of re- 
ligious faith and assailed the “pseudo- 
intellectuals.” 

Assails Theory. 

After condemning “petty, befogged 
professors’ who have set up some new 
standard “to attract attention-to them-

selves’ the- cardinal turned dirertly te 
the subject of the Einstein theory. 


“Why do men and women who pre- 
tend to be intellectual forget the very 
rudiments of life?’ he asked. “What 
does all this worked-up enthusiasm 
about Einstein mean? It evidently 
is worked-up, fictitious enthusiasia 
because I have never yet met a man 
who understood in the least what Ein- 
stein is driving at; and 1 have been 
so much impressed by this fact that I 
very seriously doubt that Einstein 
himself knows really what he is driv- 
ing at. 

“Truth is always very clear when 
seen with a clear eye. The fact that 
any theory cannot be enunciated and 
only succeeds in befogging the mind 
is patent proof that it is not really 
truth. 
| “Now. I have my own ideas about 
| the so-called theories of Einstein. with 
his relatively and his utterly befogged . 
motions about space and time. It 
seems nothing short of an attempt at 
muddying the waters without perceiv- 
ing the drift. Innocent students are 
led away into a realm of speculative 
thought, the sole basis of which, so 
far as I can see, is to produce a uni- 
versal doubt about God and His cre- 


ation. 
Apparition of Atheism. 


I mean that while I do not wish 
to accuse Einstein at present of delib- 
erately wishing to destroy the Chris- 
tian faith and the Christian basis of 
life, I half suspect that if we wait a 
little longer he unquestionably will 
reveal himself in this attitude. Ta 
a word, the outcome of this doubt 
and befogged speculation about time 
and space is a cloak beneath which 
lies the ghastly apparition of athe- 
is m. 

Europe has an old eivilization and 
is used to the sudden appearance of 
fantastic philosophers. They gain 
very little credit among European 
minds unless they have something real- 
ly solid and provable to reveal, but 
we all know that one of the weak- 
nesses of the American public is to 
run after novelties which have noth- 
ing in them but their newness, 

“The American student body is very 
often misled into false channels of 
knowledge by the sudden appearance 
of these glittering meteors who from 
time to time shoot across the hori- 
zon. And then it seems that there 
is some sort of an unorganized clique 
that boosts these sudden apparitions 
and as quickly disallows them and for- 
gets them. 

Einstein’s Uncertainty. : 
“Now, for the moment, it is Ein- 
stein. Nobody knows what he is try- | 
ing to reveal, but in a certain sense 
that adds mystery to his name: and 
the intellectual world, while puzzled, 
is almost ready to applaud, but in a 
short time it will be perfectly clear 
that Einstein's day has come and gone 
and then, no doubt, there will be sume- 
one eke who for the moment will 
gain the applause of the claque and he 
will be boosted as the greatest Philoso- | 
pher of modern times. 

“All this proves how careful the 
student youth must be in following 
this fanatical applause which often- 
times ia merely the outpouring of a 
sort of hero worship. but even as such 
can do endless harm to the impression- 
able mind of youth.” 

The cardinal closed with an appeal 
that his hearers not be muddled by 
“false prophets” but, like “Newman 
and Pasteur and Foch, test all things 
but held fast to your Catholic faith.

London, April 8.—()—-Activity of 
tribesmen on three widely separated 
fronts was described in dispatches to- 
day. 

From Bengasi Libya, North Africa, 
news came that native Italian troop- 
ers had defeated a large group of rebel 
tribesmen near Bir Bu Gedaria, killing 
160 and leaving 100 camels and con- 
siderable stores. Fifteen loyalists were 
killed and 10 wounded. 

Basra, Irak, dispatches related that 


Ataibah and Mutair tribesmen suffered 
heavy losses in an attack and dispers- 
al by.a force of 40,000 men led by Ibn 
Saud, king of the Hedjaz. 

An official communique has been 
issued at New Delhi, capital of India, 
dealing with Afghan efforts to embroil 
tribes along the northern frontiers of 
India in civil war and emphasizing 


measures being taken by the govern- 
ment of India to maintain neutrality. 

It was indicated the authorities in 
India had become increasingly alarm- 
ed at persistent attempts made by va- 
rious factions in Afghanistan to draw 
Indian tribesmen into the civil war.

Quieter Business Over Week 


Charlotte, N. C., April 8.—The cot- 
ton good markets were generally quiet 
throughout the week. Somewhat bet- 
ter interest was noted at midweek 


when the demand for gray goods de- 
veloped more strength. Prices. on 
sheetings and print cloths were firmer. 
Actual sales were rather small, but 
the manufacturers are inclined to be- 
eve that larger business will develop 
soon. The possibility of a stronger 
cotton market is regarded as one of 
the constructive factors in the situa- 
tion that should develop within a 
short time. The majority of cotton 
manufacturers are bullish over the 
cotton outlook, a fact that has help 
hold prices during the recent lull in 
the goods markets. 

Most southern mills producing print 
cloths and sheetings, tire fabrics, fine 
goods and many other lines are well 
sold for some weeks to come and it

The yarn market failed to make 
any headway during the week. Some- 
what easier prices have been reported 


on knitting yarns. Weaving yarns 
were quiet, with only occasional small 
lot sales reported. Consumers of yarns 
are making evry effort to secure low- 
ér prices, but reports from spinners 
in this section indicate that price cut- 
ting bas not been general, 

Lull is Divided. 

While the textile trade has been 
experienced a decided lull from the 
active buying of several weeks ago, 
most manufacturers believe that the 
condition is more or less temporary. 
The reaction of cotton has made buy- 
ers more hesitant, but prices have not 
to the extent that so light a demand 
might have brought about. 

The outstanding feature of interests 
in the textile situation in the south 
has been the weave of labor unrest 
that hax swept over the Piedmont 
section for the past two weeks. The 
worst trouble has developed at Gas- 
tonia, N. C., where five companies 
of troops are now on guard at the 
Manville-Jenckes mills. 

The strike there, following the or- 
ganization of a local of the National 
Textile Workers union has apparent- 
ly no connection with the several 
strikes which have occurred in South 
Carolina. Union organizers at Gas- 
tonia, who are frankly very radical 
in their statements, say that their 
organization has the support of the 
communist party.

The South Carolina situation, 
brought about by installation of ef- 
ficiency systems, has resulted in five 
strikes. me of these were settled 
promptly. At other mills the workers 
are still out. It is estimated here that 
at least 5.000 textile workers are idle 
now. Mill men here are at a loss as 
to how so much trouble could have 
developed so promptly. They are un- 
able to forecast whether the situation 
at Gastonia, regarded as far more se- 
rious than the strikes in Gastonia, is 
likely to be settled soon or continue 
through a long drawn-out fight. 


Construction of a number of new 
mills was announced during the week, 
including several new ag mills, 
which continue to lead in mill build- 
ing.

Incidentally, although it may not 
be generally known, Mr. Coffin con- 
siders himself something of a product 
of Georgia, since his great grandfather 
was born in the state and lived there 
with others of his ancestors before mi- 
grating west when that section of the 
country was settled by early pioneers. 
It 1s an interesting circumstance that 
his present residence in Georgia is due 
to the fact that his fvrebears came 
from the state. Seventeen years ago 
while attending the international mo- 
tor races held in Savannah he made 
n brief excursion to the southern coas- 
tal region of the state for the purpose 
of inspecting his great grandfather's 
old home site. It was during this visit 
that he became interested in the sec- 
tion and purchased Sapelo Island, 
where former President Coolidge was 
entertained last Christmas: 

No Large Tax Hike. 

Financing of the proposed $150,- 
000,000 program, he a ag al not 
involve any excessive tax burden, but 
could easily be taken care of by a 
reasonable increase in the gasoline 
sales tax.

Every effort should be made 
to consolidate the various purchasing 
agencies as a means of insuring eco- 
nomic administration, while he be- 
lieves that the direction of the pro- 
g@m, in so far as it relates to tech- 
nical road building problems, should 
be left to an experienced and highly 
trained engineer, paid not à meager 
salary as state salaries go, but a sum 
fully in keeping with tne importance 
of the work. 

“The idea is,” he said, “to get the 
proper man and pay him all that is 
necessary. Give him a definite policy 
and a definite program and put him 
to work. I have no dowht that the

The White House statement re- 
ferred to by Mr. Coffin was made to 
Washington newspaper men at one of 
the regular press conferences. Mr. 
Coolidge, it is recalled, devoted prac- 
tically the entire conference to a dis- 
cussion of the trip he had just then 
made to Georgia as the Sapelo island 
man’s guest. He was very frank in 
sagging that the state's highway pro- 

m was lacking in the section he! 
visited. Praising the climate and nat- 
ural beauty of the region, he did not 
hesitate to say that it offered great 
opportunities for development as one 
of the choice playgrounds of the na- 
tion. The influx of new capital, su. 
the former president, by a process of 
seeping into fields of enterprise, would 
be bound to have a highly beneficial 
effect. 

Parallel With Michigan. 


Mr. Coffin drew something of a 
parallel with conditions in the upper 
peninsula of Michigan with the ad- 
vent of better highways. 

“Not many years ago,” he explain- 

ed, “the northern section of Michigan 
was underdeveloped except for the 
activity in the lumber business and 
general agricultural pursuits. Final 
ly, however, the people of the section 
became convinced of the necessity of 
good roads and set out to build them 
regardless of cost. Their problem 
was greater than that of Georgia for 
the reason that, due to the local soil 
conditions and climate, hard-surfaced 
roads cost them on an average of 
‘$50,000 a mile, whereas they can be 
= in the south at $30,000 a 
mile. 
Nevertheless,“ he continued, they 
went ahead and built an important 
system. And today the expenditure 
has borne rich fruit. If anyone will 
go through the section now with a 
picture of old conditions the trans- 
formation will be immediately ap- 
parent. People of means seeking di- 
version made excursions to the region. 
They found it desirable to have homes 
there. Many of them invested capital 
in new enterprise. Anyway, a marked 
improvement has come. 

“It would be the same way in Geor- 
gia, I believe. The state undoubted- 
ly is infinitely more important in its 
potentialities than most other com- 
monwealths. Its opportunities for de- 
velopment are almost unlimited. 
There is no particular economic rea- 
son why this development should not 
come. But if we want to exploit 
these potentialities we have got to | 
provide some means for attracting the 
necessary capital and co-operative ef- 
fort. I know of no better way than 
to establish a system of highways that 
will offer an inducement to people to 
inspect the state’s possibilities. 


Benefits of Program. 


“It would almost he a crime,” he! 
added with emphasis, not to take ad- 
vantage of the state's position. Near- 
ly everyone going to Florida by motor 
has to pass through Georgia. Why 
not give them reason to linger along 
and look over the state?” 

As for the more immediate bene- 
fits of the program, Mr. Coffin said:

indeed for covering up their ignorance 
or indifference as to what ailed the 
patient. 

To be sure, sweating increases under 
the influence of heat and diminishes 
under the influence of cold—or rather 
when there is no heat or but little 
heat acting upon the skin. This va- 
riation involves no change whatever in 
the orifices or surface openings of the 
sweat gland ducts: it is purely a func- 
tional change, a change in the rate of 
excretion of water and salt through 
or by the sweat glands under the skin. 

It doesn’t make a particle of differ- 
ence, so far as health or hygiene may 
be concerned, whether one takes hot or 
cold baths, before or after, or whether 
one goes right out in the cold after a 
hot one or goes out in the heat after 
a cold one. : 

There is only one kind of sweating 
that calls for any caution about that. 
Any person knows that when one gets 
up a sweat by muscular work, play or 
exercise, too sudden checking of the 
sweat may be followed by muscular 
soreness, lameness, stiffness. This 
happens, not because anything of 
consequence is “thrown off’ in the 
sweat, but only because the more or 
less acid (lactic acid) products of 
combustion in the muscle tissue are 
not carried away in the circulation as 
promptly as they would be if the cir- 
culation were bre suddenly slowed 
down by the chilling. 

Now I think any one should be able 
to understand that sweating artificinl- 
iy induced (by heat however a plied) 
involves no increased metabolism in 
muscle or other tissues, and therefore 
there is no objection whatever to sud- 
den chilling, sudden checking of the 
sweating locally or over the whole sur- 
face, and no reason why one shouldn't 
gad right out immediately after a hot 
bath, and with nothing on to speak of, 


if one so desires. |

Manila. April &8.—-(4)—-Sixteen Fili- 
pinos were under arrest today charged 
with planning a “grand revolutionary 
army” to overthrow the present gov- 
erument and substitute an independ- 
ent admititstration. 

Police, however. say the scheme was 
not serious in its intent and that it 
probably would have gone little far- 
ther than the swindling of a number 
of natives intg purchasing officers’ 
commissions in the “revolution.” 

A raid yesterday netted 21 men, a 
large quantity of literature, bolox and! 
daggers. Five of those arrested are 
being held as witnesses. They reveal- 
ed that the leaders had set prices for 
ranks in the army.“ the price de- 
creasing with the lessening of impor- 
tunce of the post. Under the plan a 
colonels title would cost a prospective 
officer 480 pesos (about $240). a 
lieutenant colonel 380 pesos and a 
major 280. 

Revolutionary pamphlets asserting 
that Japan would send its navy and 
supply arms to help the cause were 
found. This the constabulary branded 
as slander against Japan. The pan¢ph- 
lets also revealed an elaborate ritual; 
which included the signing of the com- 
mission in the blood of the purchasers. 
In spite of the alleged swindle motive, 
police say the “revolutionaries” must 
stand trial for sedition. 

Their object was to swindle,’ said 
Colonel O. H. Bowers, chief of the in- 
telligence unit, “but their acts were 
seditious.”

As the effervescent whimsey of 2 
e mood, Liszt composed kis 
 sparkiin “Valse Impromptu: 
from an Ital- 
her romance 
and sunshine, forgot his somber brood- 
ing in the exuberant themes of his 
piano Concerto in B flat, and like- 
wise Giacomo Puccini, under the spell 
of Viennese waltz rhythms, turned 
from his pompous scheme of Turau- 
dot” to pen “La Rondine,” a lyric 
comedy after the manner of Johann 
Strauss and Offenbach. Strangely 
enough this opera comique was Puc- 
cini’s last work, as Turandot“ was 
left unfinished.and eventually com- 
pleted by Alfano before its premiere 
at LaScala the fall of 1926. Time 
after time the composer had eageriy 
anticipated immediate success for his 
operas and iftvariably he was disap- 
ee. Even “Tosca” and “Butter- 

were failures at their premieres 
and it would almost seem, as if weary 
of attempting to challenge public fa- 
vor, he determined to court it at any 


cost. 

The first performance of ‘‘LaRon- 
dine” was given at Monte Carlo in 
1917. Full of grace and charm, it 
was enthusiastically received. A year 
ago it found its way to the repertoire 
of the Metropolitan and March 7th 
marked its first presentation this sea- 
son. The story of the opera takes 
place during the iod of the second 
empire, and parallels in some respects 
that of Verdi's “Traviata.” Magda, 
the heroine, maintains a luxurious 
Salon in Paris, the rendezvous of men 
of letters, artists, wealthy business 


men and demi-mondaines. In the first 
act the topic of conversation turns to 


love, as Prunier, the poet, announces 
that sentimental love is the latest 
fashion in Paris—

Big ‘Success 


in Operation 


Of Thomaston Cotton Mills 


‘Employes Express Satis- 
faction in New Method. 
Pay Is Higher and Work- 
ing Hours Are Less. 


BY BEN COOPER,

Thomaston, Ga., April 8.—(Spe- 
elal.)— Application of the Bedaux sys- 
tem of labor measurement to the cot- 


ton mills at Thomaston in such a 
manner as to obtain the greatest mu- 
tual benefit for both employes and 
employers appears to have solved hap- 
pily the labor problem. here. 

This was revealed today in a sur- 
vey of mills at Thomaston conducted 
by the writer in view of the current 
discussion with reference to textile la- 

bor conditions, Thomaston, employ- 
ing a method of measuring the dif- 
ferent jobs and rewarding the em- 
loyes upon the basis of increased ef- 
has not had the troubles of 
North and South Carolina mill opera- 
tors because the local system is fair 
to both sides. 

No material for labor agitators to 
work on was discovered here, the ma- 
jority of mill workers not only being 
satisfied with conditions, but happy 
in their pleasant surroundings, Wage 
scales here are said to be among the 
highest in the state, in spite of the 
fact that. the Thomaston mills oper- 
ate only 55 hours instead of the usual 
600 hours per week. 

Employes Are Georgians. 

The human element plays a big 
part in the operation of Thomaston 
mills, A majority of the employees 
are natives of this section of Georgia, 
as are also the employers. There 
is no spirit of “getting the last drop 
of blood,” but rather one of co-opera- 
tion between workers and employers, 
to the mutual advantage of each. 
Of the savings effected by the system 
here, over 50 per cent goes to the 
employes in the form of premiums, 
thereby substantially boosting their 
salaries 

If visttors to the Thomaston mills 
expect to find “Simon Legrees”’ hang- 
ing over the employes with whips in 
their hands, they will be sadly disap- 
pointed, for, in so far as Simon is con- 
cerned, he exists here only as a char- 
acter in Harriet Beecher Stowe's 
novel, for “nary” a sign of a whip, 
either spiritual or mental, will the 
visitor ce. Here the employes are 
urged to more and better production 
by means of incentives offered—-incen- 
tives which furnish concrete results 
in fatter pay envelopes, 

The system employed in Thomaston 
is not new, except in its adoption by 
the textile industry. The same nystem 
has been employed for years in the 
nutomobile, steel, packing, electrical 
und other industries with beneficial 
results. Attracted by the success of 
this system in these other industries, 
the textile mills here ingalled it two 
years ago, with a view of increasing 
the earnings of their employes thun 
raising their standard of living. The 
results have been very satisfactory, 
with an average increase in earnings 
for the employes of 25 per cent over 
the original wage scale, and this took 
3 ~~ a period of depression 
when a decline in wages might well 
be expected, 

Pienty of Recreation. 

Under the system there is conducted 
a thorough survey of what constitutex 
a fair day's work for a partieular 
job, and this is set as a standard with 
full allowances for rest and relaxs- 
tion. A normal person without excep- 
tional ability can easily meet the re- 
quirements of his particular job un- 
der the standard set, and, if he dis- 
plays exceptional ability he is reward- 
el accordingly by a bonys. Under the 
system the employes stand out as in- 
dividuals rather than as a mass, with 
the result that an exceptional man is 
inere easily identified and placed in 
line for promotion to a better job. 

‘he Thomaston mills substituted a 
scientific system for the old and anti- 
quated haphazard methods of guess- 
ing at what jobs were worth and 
what they should pay, merely adapt- 
ing the exact and precise methods of 
other industries to an industry which 
sorely needed such methods, because 
of the present day overproduction and 
consequent narrow margin of profit, 
thereby putting the mills where they 
can continue to operate even if other 
less well managed plants close their 
doors and turn people out of employ- 
ingnt, 

The only criticism from outside 
sources on the system is that it is 


claimed it makes the employes work 
too hard. 


This may be true at other places, 
but it certainly is misinformation 
when applied to Thomaston plants, 
fur even a casual visitor to the mills 
here cau see ata glanee that the op- 
eration is a Smooth and orderly proc- 


mill puts the right men in the right 
places. 

Through the carding and spinning 
rooms I went, seeing each process un- 
til the finished cotton twine is 
wrapped ready for shipment. In no 
W ang did anyone appear to be 

urry 
boys in the composing room work lots 
harder than these — mill em- 
ployes. No single 3 ye —— 
to be under a strain. 
to know his work and to * Able ts 
do it swiftly and without lost motion. 
If a spindle gave out, it was replen- 
ished and the machine started again 
in a moment. If a thread broke, a 
few seconds sufficed to splice it and 
get the machine operating again By 
a system of automatic signals, each 
interruption’ in the process was read- 
ily found and Beanies? “ve by intelligent 
and efficient employes. With all of 
their machines running perfectly, a 
group of employes stood at an alley 
end and chatted, ready at a moment's 
notice to answer the signal's warn- 
ing and kee) the machines moving. 

There is no heavy manual labor 
done by employes in the Thomaston 
mills. Electric hoists do all the heavy 
werk, the employes merely guiding 
these modern giant servants. Humidi- 
fiers pray moisture into every corner 
of the plants, keeping static from in- 
terfering with the smooth running of 
the cotton yarns and keeping the 
plants cool even in the hottest weath- 
er. Cool breezes come in from big 
windows, and plenty of light is af- 
forded by large skylights and side wall 
windows. 

The children of the mill village are 
afforded free schooling and appear to 
be a happy and contented lot. The 
mill families live in cheerful looking 
bungalows fronted with hedges and 
shrubbery and rented to employes by 
the company at q nominal cost of 50 
cents per room per week. Wives of 
the mill employes dress well though 
modestly and girls employed in the 
mills appear happy and healthy. 

From my survey of the working and 
living conditions, I believe that if I 
were working in one of the Thomaston 
mills and a labor agitator tried to 
tell me I was not being treated right 
I would laugh in his face and tell 
him to peddle his fish somewhere else. 
For there is nothing wrong with a 
system which pays more money for a 
fair day's work, unless it is treating 
employes so good that ungrateful ones 
will bite the hand which feeds them 
- « . and intelligent mill employees 
wouldn't do that.

$1,750,000 Loaned 
To Southern Farms,

$2,000,000 of the federal seed loan 
fund provided by congress at the last 
regular session had been advanced to 
farmers who suffered material dam- 
age from storms, wind and rain, dur- 
ing the crop season of 1928. The 
senator was told that by far the 
larger part of this sum had n 
loaned to farmers in Georgia and 
South Carolina, only a few applica- 
tions having thus far been received 
from other states.
